BERLIN, Dec, 22, via London—-The announcement of President 
Wilson’s peace endeavor received through the Associated Press was 


accorded a tremendous welcome in Berlin. 


The impression in official 


and newspaper circles appeared in the noon editions under large dis- 
play headlines as the all-important news of the season, reviving the 
interest in the German peace overtures, which had sunk to a low point 
under the influence of the preliminary declarations of statement of 


the entente powers. 


The American embassy, to which the ambassador, James W. Ger- 
ard, returned late last night from New York; the Associated Press 


correspondent, and the American charge, 


Joseph C. Grew, were be- 


sieged by newspapermen, who sought additional information concern- 


ing the president’s peace note, but nothing beyond 


patches could be given,

LONDON, Dec. 23—Chief interest here concerning President Wil- 
son’s note to the belligerent and neutral powers on the possibilities of 
the belligerents making known their requirements concerning peace, 
now centres on the reception of the document by the central powers. 


The first advices received here 


from Germany regarding the 


document evince enthusiasm over the note and welcome it, as was the 


reverse in England. 


The discussion here overnight was so absorbed 


in British emotions, and as to the type of what should be Great Bri- 
tain’s reply that the attitude of the central powers commanded little 


attention, 


The note continues to be the only subject of interest here. 


Its 


only parallel in Anglo-American relations, as regards the sensation 
it created, was President Cleveland’s Venezuelan. message, and the 
two documents are coupled as having created a similar impression. 

All discussion in official quarters emphasises the point that the 
policy of the allies and their procedure toward peace overtures of the 
central powers will not be altered by President Wilson’s appearance 
upon the stage as a participant in events, 

The entente allies will present their reply to the central powers 
very soon, and a reply to President Wilson will come later, but prob- 
ably not within a fortnight. The reply to the central powers had vir- 
tually been arranged when President Wilson’s note was delivered, 
and will take its predestined course. 
requires a further exchange of views among the entente, although 
there is little doubt that the general tenor of both notes will follow 
the same line, being based on the official speeches of David Lloyd 
George, the British prime minister; Aristide Briand, the French pre- 
mier ; Baron Sonnino, the Italian foreign minister, and M. Pokrovsky, 
the Russian foreign minister, as containing a full exposition of the pol- 


icy of the entente.

CALGARY, Dee, 22.—The 
Calgary Trades and Labor 
Council, whieh Includes all the

Two Hundred-Mile Wagon Journey From Edmonton to Primrose 


A wagon jaunt of something over 
200 miles and return, far from rail- 
ways and the regular lines of commer- 
cial travel savors more of the days of 
the nienties than of the present time 
when steel rails traverse so many sec- 
tions of the province, A trip of this 
nature, however, is still possible to the 
northeast of Edmonton and is a cir- 
cuit which one well known pioneer 
and local man, D. W. Warner, and two 
companions completed during the past 
few weeks when they drove well into 
the wilds beyond Primrose, or Goose, 
Lake. ‘To imagine, however, that a 
journey in this direction leads 
through an unconquered wilderness 
and waste land is to fall into an error 
which Mr. Warner is now specially 
qualified to correct, and correct it he 
does in a manner which canont fail 
to interest.

A Svstem Simplified, 

The Delco-Light system of Dayton, 
Ohio, manufacture, now fast beconi- 
ing famous, is the one handled and & 
description of the equipment is of in- 
terest in view of the growing desire 
throughout the farming communities 
for better home tacilities, At first sight 
the novice is struck with the apparent 
simplicity of the system and the ease 
and smoothness with which electricity 
is produced, Engine, dynamo 
switchboard are in a compact 
unit that is nothing short of a marvel 
in power and convenience Though 
weighing not more than pounds 
this unit will deliver 750 watts ot 
current with a low voltage that takes 
away all danger in handling. Burning 
either gasoline or kerosene the unit 
will take care of from 59 to 60 lights 
by means of the 16-cell storage ba 
teries, the capacity of the stand 
size cells being thirty-two 20-watt 
lights for a matter of eight to ten 
hours. The smaUer sized batteries will 
maintain this number of lights for 
trom 4 to 6 hours, 

A Child Can Operate 

It is one of the assertions of the 
Delco light people that a child can op- 
erate this little plant and the slogan 
is appreciated when the machine is 
seen in action, By the mere pulling of 
a small lever the engine is started off 
the batteries and runs beautifully and 
without a break until the storage cells 
are charged, when it stops automati- 
cally. Morever, the owner can ascer- 
tain instantly at any time by means 
of a ‘pilot’ cell what quantity of 
current is available in the batteries. 
The engine is of the aeroplane type 
ana being air cooled requires but lit- 
tle attention, It is said of the unit in 
this connection that one operated con- 
tinuously for 47 days and nights on 
the top of one of the factory build- 
ings in Dayton during construction 
work, It will be readily seen that an 
engine of this type is peculiarly adapt- 
ed to Alberta’s climate where a water- 
cooled machine would be endangered 
by freezing. 

By operating at all times 
batteries the varation in lights, which 
is complained of by some when the 
house lines are charged directly from 
the engine, is entirely eliminated, the 
lamps being fully as steady as those 
supplied from big city transformers, 
It is also stated by Mr, Hardy, after 
obtaining records of machines in ac- 
tion, that the cost of operation in the 
country round about Edmonton with 
a Delco unit is in the vicinity of 9 
cents per k.w, hour, as compared with 
the city rate of 7 cents, and the small 
town rate of from 17 to 20 cents, 

Eliminating Drudgery 

The advisability of electricity in the 
farm home have been demonstrated in 
many ways by the makers of the Del- 
co equipment.

President Wilson Deserves 


The appeal of President Wilson to 
the belligerents to throw their cards 
on the table so that they themselves 
respectively and the world at large 
may know what they are fighting for 
and what will satisfy them, deserves 
on the part of the press, peoples, and 
governments of the entente allies, a 
roar of wrath. If the said govern- 
ments find it necessary or expedient 
to veil their indignation under the 
form of diplomatic civility, well and 
good. But no considerations will suf 
fice to check the expression of the 
well-deserved condemnation of the en- 
tente press and peoples. Think of the 
moment the president chooses for this 
overture: Germany in possession of 
the largest territorial holdings that 
she can reasonably hope to acquire; 
Germany offering peace in the swash- 
buckler spirit that marked the chan- 
cellor's recent speech to the reitch- 
stag; the allies through their official 
spokesmen categorically declining to 
entertain the idea of peace on any 
such premises. How well the presi- 
dent’s initiative suits the purposes of 
the central powers is attested by the 
comment of Germany's ambassador 
at Washington: “Now (and his ‘now’ 
crips with satisfaction) [ am convinc- 
ed that there will be a conference.” 

When the content of the American 
note comes to be studied, the ground 
for indignation grows. The out- 
standing feature that emerges is that 
the president would seem to have 


been rocked in a Rip Van Winkle 
sleep since August, 1914. All the 
world knows that he has not been 


asleep. The result of these two facts 
put side by side is that he seems to 
be speaking the words of the note 
with his tongue in his cheek, The 
result again is that, unfortunately for 
himself, he cannot escape the suspic- 
ion of being used, knowingly or un- 
knowingly, as a catspaw of the cen- 
tral powers. ‘He takes the liberty 
of calling attention to the fact,” the 
note goes on to say, “that the objects 
which the statesmen of the belliger- 
ents on both sides have in mind in 
this war are virtually the same, as 
stated in general terms to their own 
people and to the world. Each side 
desires to make the rights and privil- 
eges of weak peoples and small states 
as secure against aggression in the 
future as the rights and privileges of 
the great and powerful states now at 
war.” Later the president remarks’ 
“The leaders of the several belliger- 
ents have stated those objects in gen- 


eral terms. But, stated in general 
terms, they seem the same on both 
sides. Never yet have the authorita- 


tive spokesmen of either side avowed 
the precise objects which would, if 
attained, satisfy them and their peo- 
ple that the war had been fought 
out.” In other words, the president 
has the audacity at this late hour to 
dissociate words from accomplished 
facts. What right has he to put the 
two parties to this war on a parity? 
What right has he to credit Germany 
with bona fide objects and sincere 
desires after her long course of un- 
blushing aggression and undissuised 
piracy? What right has he to de- 
mand that England, for example, state 
the concrete objects for which she is 
fighting when he knows, if he has 
a head on his shoulders and a heart 
in his bosom, that she is fighting sole- 
ly to resist the encroachments of a 
piratically aggressive power? There 
are, of course, some sentences in the 
note that represent facts. One of 
them is this: “In the measures to be 
taken to secure the future peace of 
the world, the people and the govern- 
ment of the United States are as vital- 
ly and as directly interested as the 
governments now at war.” This is 
precisely why the position of the Uni 
ted States throughout this struggle 
bas been so stultified and maddening. 
The difference between Britain and 
the United States in this regard sim- 
ply is that Britain has shown herself 
prepared to pay the piper in blood 
and money, while the United States 
has stood aside and let others pay the 
bloody price. The United States is 
certainly in luck if it can share in 
the advantage of an assured and per- 
manent world peace without doing 
a solitary thing to secure it, save to 
stand by and make money. There 
is no answer too sharp to give to 
the sentence: “Their interest (the in- 
terest of the United States) in the 
means to be adopted to relieve the 
smaller and weaker peoples of the 
world of the perils of wrong and vio- 
lence is as quick and ardent as that 
of any other people or government.” 
This is gratuitous insolence. To pro-

Christmas Stockings 


An amusement that makes a lot of 
merriment is “Filling the Christmas 
Stockings.” Wor this you will need a 
supply of small stockings—baby stock- 
ings are best—but if you cannot get 
these, they may be made of red calico 
or cambric. They should be of one 
size and each stocking should have a 
large patch of white cloth sewed to it 
bearing a number in plain figures. 
There must be one stocking for each 
guest. Hang them in a row at one end 
of the room. At the other end of the 
room place a row of plates on the floor 
and tack labels, bearing numbers cor- 
responding with those on the siock- 
ings, in front of the plates. Now fill 
the plates with peanuts and candies, 
The nuts must be carefully measured 
and the candies counted, so that all 
the plates will contain the same 
amount. Each player now takes a 
spoon in hand and draws a number 
from the hat. He then stands’ in 
front of his plate which bears that 
number and at a given signal the 
game begins. The object is to see 
who can fill his stocking first. Only 
one nut or candy may be carried on 
the spoon at a time, and anyone who 
touches the nuts or bon-bons with his 
hands forfeits them to the one who 
first notices his mistake. If in his 
haste to fill his stockings he spills the 
contents of his spoon, he must pick 
up and replace it on his plate before 
he can ge on with his strenuous labor, 
This causes lots of fun, and, of course, 
there is a prize for the one who gets 
his plate emptied first. Then all will 
sit down and enjoy the contents of 
their Christmas stocking, while some 
good Christmas story is read aloud 
or one of the party entertains with 
music.
